SCHOOL BONDS FAIL 


What's Going On? 


You can chalk up another one for the rusty wheels 
of progress. 

For the sixth straight time since nearly a decade ago, 
the voters of the Salinas Union High School District have 
voted down a school bond issue that would have pro- 
vided the area with a badly needed high school. 

When one looks at the reasons for the failure of the 
bond, the first one would be that the already staggering 
taxes would swell if the bond measure were approved. 
Something truly needs to be done to lessen the tax sting, 
but depriving adequate school facilities, suggesting a 
12-month year to compensate the overcrowded schools is 
definitely not the way to go about it. A person would 
be only thinking of his own welfare when he expects 
presently underpaid teachers and students to drill infor- 
mation in their heads the year round. 

But the real tragedy in the failure of the bond issue 
falls on one issue that was blown all out of proportion 
and used as a major reason to vote No on the bond, a 
lame excuse to save money. A textbook, “Down These 
Mean Streets” became the whipping post for the bond 
election. A book that had absolutely nothing to do with 

‘the bond measure became the major weapon for those 
who opposed the bond. We are in a sad and sorry state 
of affairs. 

In viewing the full page ads which were printed in 
the Salinas Californian prior to the election, one would 
believe that it would have been vulgar, obscene and pro- 
fane to vote Yes on the school bonds. Using the book 
as a basis to vote the measure down would make as much 
sense as cutting off your head because of a toothache. 
Nevertheless, this issue was pushed and many people 
lined up like dominoes and were knocked over by it. 

It seems to be the sign of the times to become prac- 
tically hysterical over something that doesn’t jive with 
the issue directly at hand, and this was the case with the 
bond issue and “Down These Mean Streets.” It would 
be hard to find one person at fault for bringing up the 
mess as an issue in the first place, but something should 
have been done to rectify it. After talking to several 
adults and drawing up conclusions from the election 
material, this writer can safely say that voters used the 
election to vote No on the book and not on the bond 
issue. 

So there you have it, the sixth consecutive bond 
measure voted down in defeat. Those who led this recent 
campaign can smoke their cigars and declare a victory for 
their grandeur if they please, but in the long run every- 
one is going to be a loser.

‘Cattlemen, sheepmen, and any- 


one else who elects public of- 
ficials who, when in office, 


bow down to the “powerful” 
lobbyist sent to persuade them 
to “see things their way.” 
But wildlife is not the only 
thing that is being destroyed 
without regard for its future. 
Timber is a major concern. 
In Bitterroot National Forest, 
western Montana ,timber was 
being cut and its allowable cut- 
to-growth rate was set too high 
so that the valley’s lumber mills 
cut more timber than the forest 
could produce. Results were 
made known to the National 
Forest Service and a system of 
sustained yields was enforced. 
Last year two committees in- 
vestigated Bitterroot to see if 
progress had been made in re- 
storing some of the timber land. 
What they discovered shocked 


the forestry profession. The 
Ball Committee reported that 
“Multiple -use-sustained yield 
management, in fact, does not 
exist as the governing principle 
in Bitterroot. The overriding 
concern is for raw timber pro- 
duction.” 

So much for the 
Forest Service. 

The apathy that now plagues 
us must be cast off as a deadly 
threat to our health and well 
being. Unless people open 
their eyes, raise their voices 
and stop being the “Silent Ma- 
jority,” the day will come 
when the last sickened coyote 
will lift his voice to the skies 
and there will be no answer 
except the silence of sadness, 
pain and death.
